THE  NEW  WARWICK  ACADEMY  SWIMMING 

POOL 


On  November  20th.  1978.  it  was  announced  that  the  Board  of 
Governors  at  Warwick  Academy  had  agreed  to  the  construction  of 
a  25  by  14.5  metre  swimming  pool  on  the  school  property.  The 
actual  building  of  the  pool  began  during  the  Xmas  Term  of  1979. 

The  site,  by  the  Assembly  Hall,  has  been  cleared  and  the  form  of 
this  new  facility  is  slowly  taking  shape  before  our  eyes.  The  pool  is 
an  "instructional”  one  geared  to  the  needs  pf  our  pupils  and  the 
entire  community.  Instruction  will  be  given  in  basic  strokes,  life 
saving,  competetive  swimming,  scuba  diving  and  water  polo.  The 
pool  will  be  under  the  supervision  of  a  Swimming  Pool  Committee 
and  our  Aquatics  Director. 

We  are  the  first  school  in  Bermuda  to  have  such  a  facility  and 
also  the  first  to  have  an  Aquatics  Director. 

The  cost  of  the  new  pool  is  well  over  $  100.000  which  has  to  be 
raised  by  the  pupils  and  the  Swimming  Pool  Committee.  We  have 
had  donations  from  ex-pupils,  parents  and  businesses.  We  have 
raised  cash  from  bake  sales,  car  washes  and  trashathons.  Our  most 
ambitious  money-raising  project  will  be  the  Heritage  Fair.  If  all  goes 
according  to  plan  it  is  hoped  that  the  new  pool  will  be  open  by  the 
beginning  of  the  1980  Xmas  Term.
